GENTLEMEN:—-As soon as I had’ completed the work 
of the January Session I begana review of the County By- 
laws with a view to revision and consolidation as directed by 
your resolution. I began, of course, with the By-laws of the 
District of Talbot and of the County of Norfolk as adopted 
Dec. gth, 1870, and published by order of the County Council, 
and afterwards examined every~ By-law of Norfolk County 
Council from By-law No. 1, passed Jan. 30th, 1850, to By- 
law No. 328, passed at your recent session. 


A somewhat critical examination of the published By- 


laws of the late District of Talbot has satisfied me that all 
‘these By-laws are still in force, and as only one copy remains 
in the office of the County Clerk, it is important that some 
action should be taken leading to a new publication. 


Of the By-laws of the County of Norfolk published 
in 1870,1 find that By-laws No. 64, 74, 79, 80, 81, 99, III, 
122, 136,150, 155,158, 159, 160, 164, and 166, have either 
been repealed or become obsolete by act of the Legislature 


or were temporary in their character, and have fulfilled their - 


purpose and have expired.

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I find that By-laws No. 14, 68, 82, 89, 129, 140, 145, 
147, 157, and 162, are still in full force and effect without any 
amendments. By- laws No. 62 and 139 have been amended 
but are still in force as amended.

An examination of the By-laws now in force shows 
that they may readily be divided into classes, and as I sup- 
pose the Council has no intention of publishing them all at 
full length, and as my instructions were, as you know, some- 
what indefinite, I will refer to certain classes for your instruc- 
tion before proceeding further, as in my opinion this will 
greatly facilitate the work at the June session. I presume it 
is your wish to have the work completed at that time, and mG 
By-laws published immediately after. 


ist—The By-laws of the late District of Talbot already 
referred to. 


2nd—By-laws establishing, diverting, or closing up 
highways in the County of Norfolk, passed by the County 
Council. 


3rd—By-laws of the minor municipalities for the same 
purposes as above, confirmed by By-law of the County 
Council. 


4th—By-laws incorporating the Villages of Waterford, 
Port Dover, Port Rowan and Delhi. 


5th—By-laws No. 167 and 274. The former is the 
By-law confirming the consolidation of By-laws in 1870. The 
latter being the Rules of Procedure of the County Council. 
_ These Rules were never entered in the minutes, but were 
published in pamphlet form: The same may be said of the 

~ Rules and Regulations for the Industrial Home. 


This leaves only those By-laws that are. of real public 
utility, and these should, of course, be published in full. It 
appears to me this is all that. is really required. As to the 
classes previously mentioned (except class 1) I believe it 
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would be sufficient to publish the number, title, preamble and 
date of passing of each: By-law, thus giving a convenient index 
for reference. 


While many of these By-laws are of much importance 
to. particular individuals or communities they are seldom ask- 
ed for, and can be found on enquiry in the published minutes 
of the Council or in the official record of the County Clerk’s 
office. 


There are a large number of resolutions supposed to 
have the force of By-laws, appointing some of the County 
Officers and fixing their remuneration, also making grants of 
money for various purposes. I submit for your consideration 
whether 1: would not be an improvement to consolidate these 
into By-laws before publication.

We have made the usual inspection of the Home and 
find it in good order—clean and well ordered. ; 


The stock on the farm consists of one span_ of horses, 
eight cows, two head of young. cattle, three brood sows, seven 
hogs nearly ready for market and eight small pigs. 


The crops on farm are looking well and consisted of 
hay, 15 acres; oats, 13 acres; rye, Q acres; corn, IO acres; 
and roots, I acre. | 


_ We have given very careful thought and attention to 
the letter: of the assistant Provincial Secretary. We found 
that of the 54 inmates, viz., 35 men, 18 women and one boy, 
all look clean and healthy, and most of them express them- 
selves as being pericctly contented. We found four or five 
exceptions. We held a careful enquiry, and append the evi- 
dence taken. 


All told, we are of the opinion that the complaints 
were trivial and fore-shadowed no systematic abuse or 
neglect. 


- Appendix. 
To the Warden of Norfolk County : 


In pursuance of the letter of the Assistant Provincial 
Secretary to the Warden of the County of Norfolk, concern- 
ing an unsigned’ letter of complaint, supposedly from an in- 
mate of Norfolk Industrial Home, and which letters were by 
minute of Norfolk County Council, under date of June roth, 
1902, referred to the Committee on the Industrial Farm and 
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Home, consisting ofall the members of the Council. We, the 
members of said Committee, held the following enquiry and 
examined the following witnesses, whose names and evidence 
are subjoined : 


1st—John Fonger, 


Township of Charlotteville. Have been a resident 
during the winters of three years, leave the institution in sum- 
mer.
